1* Hot Springs, Va., July 14. — The 
platforms adopted by the Republican 
and Democratic national conventions 
are being closely studied by Judge 
•William H. Taft as a part of the task 
»f writing his speech of acceptance 
nt the presidential 
nomination to 


•be delivered at Cincinnati on "Tuesday. 
July 28. He has at his command 
copies of speechqe of acceptance of 
candidates of both parties- of recent 
years, and within a day or two he 
•will receive copies of the^platforms of 
both parties for many years. Mr. Taft 
is handling this task as a judge on 
the bench would hear a case. He is 
looking through all the documents 
bearing on the subject, and before 
concluding his "work he will have the 
views of many leaders of the party on 
the draft of the document, 
i Of all the planks in the platform, 
that relating to injunctions is prob- 
ably the one that will receive the 
most attention. 
So much has been 


said on this subject, criticism from 
Democratic sources having been made' 
on his record while on the bench in 
respect to the process of injunction, 
and the two parties having adopted 
planks on that subject which are like- 
fly to play an important part in the 
campaign, Mr. Taft will declare his 
•position on this important question in 
forceful and unmistakable^ terms. Sen- 
ator Warner's notification speech will 
not require over 10 minutes in its de- 
livery. The speech of acceptance also 
•will be short. The letter, of accept- 
ance will treat public "questions at 
greater length and will npt be forth- 
coming for several weeks after the 
ceremony of notifying the candidate 
has taken place. 


Mr. Taft began his day's work by 


looking over his mail and dictating a 
few letters, after which he went to 
the golf links. Even with the neces- 
sity of finishing the pressing task be- 
fore him, he does not intend to set 
aside his favorite game. 


"I will play golf every day," he said 


as he started out, "just as I would 
take medicine." 


He had an expert player against 


•whom to contest in the person of 
George Ingalls, son of M. E. Ingalls, 
•whose cottage faces the Homestead. 


All of the visiting statesmen have 


left for their homes and there were no 
conferences to- interrupt Mr. Taft in 
his work. He has invited no one here 
this week except Arthur I. Vorys of 
Ohio, who -will be in charge of the 
campaign in Ohio. A delegation to 
ask Judge Taft to be present at the

Springs, came here, and Mr. Taft ac- 
cepted the invitation. He said ho 
would not make a political speech,

HITCHCOCK TALKS 


Secures Headquarters and Will Open 


For Business Aug., 1. 


^New York. July 14.—Frank H. 
Hitchcock, chairman of the Republi- 
can national committee, has selected 
quarters for the committee In the Met- 
ropolitan Life building here, which 
has been the local headquarters in 
the last two national campaigns. The 
home of the committee will be on the 
tenth floor of the new Metropolitan 
tower. Mr. Hitchcock came here from 
Washington to make the selection. 


George R. Sheldon, treasurer of the 


committee, conferred with the. chair- 
man and aided in the selection of the 
new quarters. The active presiden- 
tial campaign will be inaugurated on 
Aug. 1, when the committee will open 
their headquarters here. During the 
next two weeks Mr. Hitchcock will 
hold several conferences to map out 
the lines of action.

Mrs. Horner was later arrested 
and held in $5.000 bail, while Dr. 
Simpson, with the assistance of two 
friends, made his way to Roosevelt 
hospital in New York. The bullet 
lodged in his liver, and an immediate 
operation was performed ^o take the 
bullet out. The doctors say that Dr. 
Simpson has only a small chance of 
recovery. 


Statements from Dr. Simpson and 


from Mrs. Horcer as to the circum- 
stances attending the shooting dis- 
agee. The dentist says that he had 
received word that his wife intended 
to sue him for a <livorce, and that he 
went to the Horner home to talk with 
her about it. He says he rang the 
door bell and. upon receiving no reply, 
peeped through the door pane. He 
saws Mrs. Horner, he says, and called 
to her to open the door. Then, Dr. 
Simpson says. Mrs. Horner grabbed 
up a revolver and shot him. The bul- 
let entered his body above the abdo- 
men and he fell back against the door- 
sill. A second shot was fired at him, 
he claims, but the bullet went wild. 


Mrs. Horner does not deny that she 


did the shooting, but she claims justi- 
fication. 
Through her lawyer, Row- 


land Miles, she sai'l that Dr. Simpson 
had several times called at the house 
and that his visits were unwelcome. 
When he came, she says, she ordered 
him away, and when he refused to go 
she took up a revolver and shot at 
him. Constable Hanson, who arrested 
Simpson in 1905, when the dentist 
shot Mrs. Horner's husband, arrested 
Mrs. Horner. She was charged with 
felonious assault. After Justice Haw- 
kins had fixed bail at $5.000 Mrs. 
Simpson, the 
prisoner's daughter, 


qualified as bondsman and secured 
the release of her mother. Justice 
Hawkins set the hearing for next 
[Wednesday. 
.- This second tragedy at the Horner 
homestead is. only another chapter in 
a series of unhappy domestic events 
of the last few years. The shooting 
of Bartley T. Horner by Dr. Simpson 
aroused the countryside in December,

In political circles here this 
announcement overshadowed all oth- 
ers, even the arrival of John W. Kern, 
the vice presidential nominee. 
Re- 


ports gained currency that the labor 
leader would speak from the platform 
during tho campaign, but he made no 
such announcement. At present it is 
believed there will be no need for Mr. 
Gompers' services in an oratorical 
sense. The Republican convention, 
he asserts, ignored the demands of 
labor, and the Democrats acknowl- 
edged them in their platform. 


The representatives 
of organized 


labor and Vice Presidential Nominee 
Kern and party reached "Bryan Sta- 
tion" by trolley car. Mr. Bryan in his 
neglected fedora hat and alpaca coat 
was there to greet them. 


"Ah, there's the vice president," ob- 


served the leader of the ticket, smil- 
ing and extending his hand. What 
Kern said in reply was lost in the 
confusion, but his smile was assuring 
as he shook hands vigorously with the 
standard-bearer of his party. 


The presidential and the vice presi- 


dential nominees, arm in arm, led the 
way to the Bryan home, followed by 
Abram Simmons, delegate-at-large to 
the convention; John E. Osborne, 
member of the state central -commit- 
tee of Indiana, and U. S. Jackson, 
chairman 
of that committee. Mr. 


Jackson, after talking with Mr. Bryan, 
declared that Indiana would go for 
Byan by 10,000 votes. He based this 
prediction on a canvass which he said 
he had been making since the middle 
of January. He anticipated the en- 
rollment of. many Roosevelt Republi- 
cans on the Bryan side. Mr. Bryan 
told his visitors that it had been re- 
ported that he would make a front 
porch campaign. He was by no means 
certain of this, but admitted that he 
had promised to make a speech in 
Chicago on Labor day. Aside from 
this speech the candidate had made 
no plans. Interest today is centered 
in the visit here of the members of 
the new national committee.
